District Authority is in a position 
to finance school construction, Au­ 
thority Secretary Albert C. Smith 
assured township residents today. 
Smith pointed out that the au­ 
thority is at present,financing con­ 
struction of three schools. 
Some 
doubt on 
the 
district's 
ability to finance school construc­ 
tion erose after announcement by 
William Levitt, president of Levitt 
and Sons, Inc., that his organisa­ 
tion is willing to construct two 20- 
room elementary schools for the 
township on a ' no profit basis.'* 
Can Finance , 
Smith sold Levitt's offer to con­ 
struct the schools at about half 
what it would coat the school dis- 
rlct to construct them would have 
eased the township’s problem, but 
emphasised the township dan fi­ 
nance Its school building program. 
In a prepared statem ent 8mith 
said: 
We can't immediately finance 
all schools needed In the township 
to enable the board of education 
to place our pupils on full ached 
ule. This is not a local problem. 
As statistics readily show it is I 
national one. 
“The situation in Bristol Town 
ship is more difficult than in other 
areas because of the rapid rise 
in population due to the impact of 
the U. S. Steel Corporation and 
other new industries. 
Levittown is by far the major 
increase In new homes, but there 
are numerous other subdivisions 
recently built and in the process 
of being built, pyramiding the need 
for added classrooms. 
Leyltt Proposal 
The proposal of William Levitt 
of Levitt and Sons Inc. meets the 
requirem ents of having 40 class­ 
rooms aready for use in Levittown 
at the beginning of the school term 
in Sept. 1954. These schools have 
been offered by Levitt and Sons 
at a guaranteed maximum figure 
that we estimate to be approxim­ 
ately half the cost we can expect 
In our planning of schools in these 
Levittown sites. 
“There is no question of the 
ability of the Bristol Township 
School 
District 
Authority 
being 
able 
to 
finance 
these 
proposed 
schools. The guarantee of comple­ 
tion by September of 1954 is a solu­ 
tion to a serious problem. 
“The 
saving qf approximately 
$800,000 means we can finance and 
construct more schools within a 
shorter time than we can other­ 
wise plan.’*

Water Levels Continue to Fall; 
Drought Menaces Tullytown 


Tullytown borough, which a few 
weeks ago complained of an over­ 
dose of water via M artin's Creek, 
now 
is 
plagued 
by 
a 
growing 
drought, causing bewilderment and 
thirst In the old part of town. 
Wells, in the basement of most 
homes, have been gradually dry­ 
ing up. 
The water shortage started shout 
six weeks ago, according to Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis Vanderslice, of 
Wood street, who says they have 
been going to neighbors for water 
ever since. 
Hard Carrying Water 
“We’ve had some rain, but not 
enough to help the well,** Mr. Van­ 
derslice said. “It’s awfully hard 
carrying water." 
The drought apparently began 
in the southwest corner of the 
old borough, but more recently 
wells on the north side of Main 
street have dropped in w ater level. 
"We’ve never had it so low in 33 
years we have lived here,’’ said 
one Main street housewife. "There 


were IO of us in the family and 
we 
always 
had 
enough 
water. 
There were long dry spells some 
of that time, too. Now the children 
have grown up and moved away, 
but there’s not enough water for 
the two of us. Tllere’s something 
wrong.”

At two Main street houses the 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Angelo An- 
tonelli aqd Mrs. Anna Dorusak. 
solved the water problem by hav­ 
ing an arteslantype well driven 
almost 40 feet.

Women Want "Plenty of Closets 


rf 


Ask any homemaker to name the 
features she wants most In a home, 
and chances are that "plenty of 
closet space” w ill be Ii is ti on her 
list. 
How many closets docs that im­ 
ply? Perhaps the homemaker her­ 
self ta uncertain. She Is definite, 
however, in lft>r desire for ampla. 
convenient storage It is likely, too. 
that she wants at least some qf the 
closets to be moth-proof so as to 
protect valuable furs. clothing and 
household woolens. 
Authorities on home planning say 
there are certain basic closet re­ 
quirements for every well planned 
home. These include at least one 
closet In each bedroom, with two in 
the master bedroom,, a coat closet 
just inside the front entrance, a 
linen closet in each bathroom, and 


a broom closet near the kitchen. 
Easier Housekeeping 
Various supplementary storages 
also are recommended. They help 
ease the homemaker's Job by afford­ 
ing tidy, convenient storage for 
items not in use the year 'round. 
Moth-prottction offers no prob­ 
lem nowadays, since it can be in­ 
cluded in construction at little or 
no extra coat The method simply 
Involves lining the closet with aro­ 
matic red'cedar, which stands jwr- 
manently on guArd against moths. 
The clean, pleasing aroma of cedar 
acts as deadly fumes to moth lar­ 
vae. It paralyzes and kills the de­ 
ductive insects by starvation. 
Among the suggested supplemen­ 
tary closets, the seasonal storage 


Mned with cedar, with cedar shaly 
lug and plenty of hanger space, 


this offers a perfect storage for 
summer garments In winter and 
winter clothes in summer. 81ml- 
larly, blankets and other woolens 
can be safely stored there out of 
season. 


(Insets Pay Their Way 


Such a storage can be built at 
moderate cost In an attic, or per­ 
haps in an upstairs hallway. In a 
one-story home, there often Is suffi­ 
cient space for the closet nezt to 
the den.

Kitchens Feature 
Color and Copper 
At New York Show 
NEW YORK. Ort. 3—(INS) — 
The stylish ’54 kitchen will have 
natural wood cabinets, brass or 
copper accessories and a cocoa or 
yellow color scheme. 
It will also have room for baby. 
At least, that's the main theme 
of the kitchen ideas being display­ 
ed at the current fifth annual na­ 
tional 
hnmeftirnishings show 
in 
New York. 
The move toward natural wood 
cabinets, 
with 
the 
wood 
grain 
clearly 
displayed, 
waa 
almost 
unanimous among kitchen exhibit­ 
ors. In most cases, the cabinets 
featured black wrought iron hard­ 
ware in early American designs 
Instead of the usual shiny chrome 
knobs. 
Brass and copper gleamed In 
every kitchen setting, even if only 
in a pot hang on the wall, several 
exhibitors used stoves or set-in 
ovens in "antique copper” finish. 
Brass waa seen most as the edging 
and backsplash trim to wtork coun­ 
ters, 
The counters themselves, 
like 
floor linoleum, wall paint or paper 
and drapes, were mostly cocoa — 
a light, cheerful cocoa—or bright 
Jonquil yellow. 
And moat of the kitchens shown 
had space for family living—with 
emphasis on the younger members 
of the* family. All provided room 
for children's chairs and playthings. 
Some had built-in extension gatss 
to keep toddlers under the eye but 
away from the stove.

America is being snow ti I under by a blizzard of paperwork. 
That's the verdict of an eminent management consultant who wants 
that if this redundant re ■ »rd-keej>iug doesn’t soon stop office workers 
will be compelled to ni«oi out t«> make room for new tiles. As it 
is Emmett J. Leahy says America is becoming a country of clerks. 
There are currently 8,000,006 p< r><>n* *<* engaged-one for each 
of that nation’s tarm workers. But instead of towing a crop that will 
have subsequent value, they plow a field of extraneous forms and 
needless extra copies whose elimination would save hundreds of 
millions of dollar* annually. 
The government, long regarded as expert in creating mountains 
of superfluous papers, no longer has exclusive right to tin.* claim. Big 
business, with its far-flung impersonal operations, is giving the 
bureaucrats a good run for the money. Indeed, Leahy mise* the 
suspicion that galloping corporation mimeographs are winning the 
race, with copies to squire. 
The problem has two Aspects —the compulsion to inform more 
and more associates of each transaction, tin reluctance to dispose 
records once they have served their purpose. There is no satis­ 
factory answer except constant review and revision of procedures. 
But this usually adds to the mountainous pa|>er flow.

With fortitude and faith, 
the Christian can go through life 
as a soldier of the cross.
